F all the cares which prefent thems 
felves to the mind of man, from his 

firft entrance into the world, the moft im- 
portant is, undoubtedly, that which regards 
the prefervation of his being; I mean his 
health. If that decays, muft not.all decay 
with it? If that be deftroyed, muft not all 
perith at the fame time? Mankind have 
been 


eee ; . 
been fo univerfally convinced of this truth, 
from the beginning of the world, that every 
individual has thought it his duty to pre- 
ferve and increafehis health.» *The manner 
in which théy have profecuted this” has dif- 
fered very much ; but yet every one has fol- 
lowed that road; which he thought to be the 
bef. 

AlthoughT cannot but commend the endea- 
vours, and admire the learning of many, yet I 
muft beg leave to fay, that method leading to 
their fuccefs has been fuch as I could neither 
perfuade myfelf to approve, or to recommend, 

Men have been erroneous in their princi- 
ples from the time that they took it into their 
heads to difturb, or intermeddle with the ever- 
admirable operations of Nature. This is a 
work of fuperior intelligence, to which we 
ought to pay homage, but over which it 
was never allowed us to tyrannize. Phy- 
ficians may be juftly, and ought to be, its 
fpeCtators, admirers and minifters, but never 
its difturbers, never its. deftroyers, never 
its tyrants. 

The faculty of helping and affifting na- 
ture, is given only to a few, to fome it feems 
natural ; it is a gift of God, for which they 
are indebted to him ; others may acquire it 
by long and painful Labour. Let it be ac- 
quired in what manner foever it will, it 
renders men truly valuable to the commu- 
nity, and fhould make them efteemed as. 
perfons fent into the world by heaven for the 
comfort of the creation, and worthy of being ~ 

treated, 
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treated, with diftin@ion, by the wife. The 
prudent man, indeed, will never let them 
leave him without fome marks of his ef- 
teem and acknowledgment. ’ 

What then is this faculty which properly. 
conftitutes the characteriftic of a phyfician ? 
In what does this faculty or aptitude of re- 
lieving nature confift? Is it to raife and 
recover nature when it is really in its worft 
ftaze, and in a ftate of difloluticn ?» Ac- 
cording to this idea, it would be the office 
of a phyfician to revive the dead! But, » 
alas, only he who created man, can recover 
him from fuch a ftate! Is it to divert the 
courfe of nature in her miraculous opera- 
tions, by opening new paflages, forcing it 
backwards, or doing violence to it in fome 
other manner? And yetis it not the greateft 
rafhnefs to endeavour thus to diflurb and 
reverfe a courfe of operations fo wifely ef- 
tablifhed by the very author of nature? 
What then is it?—-no more than this—and 
‘jet it not be forgotten:—AIt is to remove 
every thing that obftru€ts the operations of 
nature, which has in it every thing that is 
 héceilary to repair it, and will repair itfelf, 
as foon as the obftruétions which impede its 
operations fhal] be taken away. 

The whole duty of a Phyfician then is, 
Ren-overe prohibens ; that is, to remove what- 
ever hinders nature from continuing her 
courfe, and to fupply her afterwards with 
thofe things which may give her frefh vi- 
-gour to continue her fpontaneous opera- 
tions 3 
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tions ; and then, being free and difengaged; 
fhe will re-aflume and recover her former 
health. What indeed is health, but that 
entire ftrength and vigour which we receive 
from nature? And what is ficknefs, but 
that which alters, depraves and vitiates, in 
whatever manner, this valuable and precious 
ftrength, vigour and foundnefs of body? 

_ The fpecies of ficknefs are many, but 
neverthelefs the moft common are pleurifies, 
peripneumonies, apcplexies, hemorrhages, 
Inflammations, eryfipelas, either partial or 
univerfal; epilepfies ; all kinds of cholics ; 
malignant and intermitting fevers, the meas 
fles, fmall-pox, diarrheas, the tenefmusy. 
dyfenteries, all kinds of fluxes, the gout, 
the rheumatifm, pains, heavinefs, fwellings 
of the ftomach, loachings, dropfies, the piless 
or hemorrhoids, whites in maids and women}, 
wid all ailments incident to the fair-fex ; 


with an endlefs number of other difeafes. 


too tedious to be enumerated. 
The cure of moft of thefe diforders, has, 
according to medern practice, been hitherto 


eonfined to phlebotomy. An intollerable 
error, which I wifh 1 could banifh from 


my native country |! What could have given 
men grounds for fo fatal a miftake ? Nothing 


certainly but another miftake which infinu- 


ated itfelf without being perceived, owing: 
to the infatuation of mankind, viz. That

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_ot-us then attack the firft monfter, which 
» che parent of the fecond; let us deftroy it, 
and, if it be poffible, let us free the whole 
earth from it by eftablifhing the following 
doctrine : 


ARTICLE Iii. 


No Diflemper refides in, or receives its Origin 
from the Blood, 


HIS truth would have been received 
at firft fight, and publicly acknow- 
ledged by the whole world, if men had 
ftudied, with attention, the nature of the 
blood, together with its properties and of- 
fices. "They could have found it to be per- 
feétly diftingt from the humours ; to be more 
fubtile, more light, more aétive, more 
Warm, more pure, than they, formed and 
deftined by nature to diffufe itfelf into all 
parts of the body, to animate, enliven and 
nourifh it; to preferve it found; and to be 
fubfervient both to its internal and exter. 
vegetations and fenfations. 
_ This being once perceived and unders 
ftood, men might have comprehended its 
nature, fubtility, purity, and the homo- 
geneity of its parts; what is the principle 
of their union, and diffufion over the whole 
body: I might have faid, they would have 
had fome idea of its incorruptibility, and 
_ that whenever it begins to be corrupted, or 
z to 


ie ae 
to have its parts difunited, or coagulated, ix. 
ends in the death of the patient; that if it 
be corrupted, it is no longer blood; and . 
that while it fubfifts in its natural flate, it — 
is always homogeneous, and there are al- 
ways hopes of a cure. I term it incorrup- 
tible in the fame fenfe as air, fire, and other 
things are faid to be incorruptible, though 
mixed, ‘and divided into fuch fmall particles 
that they cannot perform their original ope- 
rations, and are confequently corrupted. I 
call the blood incorruptible, in comparifon 
with thofe humours which are much more 
corruptible, more denfe, and lefs uniform in 
their conftituent particles ; thus a diamond, 
old and cedar, are ftiled incorruptible, 
though indeed al] material things are necef- 
farily fubje& to corruption. . 
From thefe firft principles, we fhould 
advance to more circumftantial particulars of 
the functions of the blood ; we fhould ex- 
amine how it receives its aliment from the 
chyle, and how it: fupports and nourifhes — 
the folids itfelf. We fhould obferve that the 
aliment it receives, is in proportion to the 
quantity of chyle it can affimilate, and to 
the demand which is requifite to recruit 
what it expends in nourifhing the folids, 
and in the exercife of its fundtions; that 
it never receives more than it ftands in need 
of, let the chyle be ever fo redundant. “The 
remainder of this chyle is of a nature dif- 
ferent from the blood, and that which is 
received 
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received into the veins and arteries, ferves 
it only as a vehicle, by which it is diftributed 
~ and evacuated according to the exigencies. of 
the whole machine, We may perceive, in 
the admirable mechanifm of the human 
body, feveral glands through which the 
humours are fecreted or filtrated : fome of 
thefe glands are -appropriated to the eyes, 
from whence they fecrete a ferious humour, 
which feems to moiften the eyes, and facili- 
tate that motion, and for no other ufe. 
Some belong to the ears, which produce a 
humour that becomes vifcid, and of a yellow 
colour, to promote and preferve the fenfe of 
hearing, and for no other ufe. Some are 
placed about the nofe, to {train and fecrete 
the mucus, and for nothing elfe, Some of 
them reach to the mouth, to convey the 
faliva thither, and for no other purpofe ; 
we may affert likewife of all the other 
glands, that they have different functions 
appropriated to them according to the diffe- 
rent exigencies of the body, fo that one gland 
never performs, naturally, the function of 
another, 7. ¢. it does not fecrete or filter 
what another ought to fecrete or filter. 
Hence the. mucus is never fecreted through 
the eyes, nor the faliva through the ears, &c. 

| The Faculty are agreed, that there are fix 
non-naturals, or things without which we 
cannot fubfift, though they do not enter 
into. the conftru€tion of the body; thefe 
non-naturals, are the air, eating and drink- 
Poheod B ingy 
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ing, Motion and reft, fleep and watchfuls 
nefs, the foeces or excrements, retained hu- 
mours, and, laftly, the paflions of the foul. 
When all thefe are enjoyed with modera+ 
tion, or without excefs, namely, when we 
breathe a good air, when we drink and eat 
only what is: neceflary; when we enjoy 
motion or reft, fleep or watching, only 
with moderation ; when the foeces are nei- 


ther too dry nor too fluid: laftly, when the 


paffions of the foul are balanced by reafon, 
the blood being then neither precipitated nor 
retarded. in its courfe, it is not difturbed in 
its functions, and every thing proceeds in a 
falutary career; but if we breathe a bad air, 
or expofe ourfelves to intemperance; if we 
give way to immoderate agitations, or toa 
itate too free from a@ion; if we enjoy too 
long, or too fhort fleep ; if our body be too 
Jax, or too coftive: Laftly, if we indulge 
any of the paffions, fuch as grief, joy, anger, 
envy, jealoufy, &¢. immoderately, then the 
blood is difordered in its fecretions, either 
by too much fwiftnefs, or too much flow- 
nefs; the unfiltered humours that remain in 
it alter, difturb, and impede it in its action 5 
and are fometimes fo redundant, vifcid, in- 
flamed and foul, that the blood is difordered 
by them, and in a manner lofes its natural 
courfe and motion. From hence arife fevers, 
eruptions, in a word, all diftempers receive 
their origin from hence, the humours being 


difcharged and precipitated fometimes to the 
head, 


~ 
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thead, fometimes to the breaft, fometimes to 
the ftomach, the reins, the arms, the legs, 
é¥¢. in proportion to the different weaknefs 
of the parts, which are forced to give way 
to the torrent. 
_ To trprejudiced perfons this fimple de- 
{cription alone, grounded upon nature itfelf, 
and which can never be contradicted but by 
thofe. who are wilfully blind ; to fuch per- 
fons, I fay, this defcription alone is fufficient 
to convince them, that all diftempers pro- 
ceed from unfiltrated or unfecreted humours 
detained in the blood, and never from the 
blood itfelf, 
. But prepoffeffion is fo ftrong, and the 
force of prejudices, in which we are edu- 
cated, hath gained fuch an afcendency in 
our minds at a practice fo manifeftly oppofite - 
to them, that I[ believe it is neceflary to 
add, by way of eclaircifement, and, in or- 
- der to force conviction, the illuftrations 
which follow. ~ 

Our reafoning with refpe& to the blood in 
@ human body, fhould be fomewhat fimilar 
and analogus to thofe concerning wine ina 
hogthead, or water in a bafon, The wine 
is originally good, pure and wholefome: 
the water.which flows from a fountain into 
_ a bafon, runs into it pure, clear, 4nd good 
for drinking.—The wine in the hogfhead 
_ @hances to be fpoiled ; the water in the 

‘bafon becomes dirty and muddy. From 
whence do thefe diforders proceed ? Do they 
wdyy 52 proceed 


eth g 

proceed from the nature of the wine, or the 
nature of the water? You will not prefume 
to fay they do. You know very well that 
the heat of the fpring or fummer, has caufed 
your wine to ferment, which raifed the 
dregs, made it thick, and turned it. You 
know Jikewife, that water is of*itfelf clear 
and good for drinking, and that it is only 
the filth, which is mixed with it, that ren- 
ders it unpotable and unwholefome. 

_ Now, let me afk you, why you do not 
reafon in the fame manner about your blood? 
Was not your blood good at your birth? 
you was born in perfect health, your youth 
was alert and brifk, and you have been full 
of ftrength and vigour; you have fallen into 
fome of the excefles already mentioned ; 
fince that time you began to Janguifh, to be 
in pain, and to be fick. From whence 
comes your diforder? is it from your blood ? 
can you fay it is, or can you even think fo? 
It was good of itfelf, and it is fo fill. If 
your blood were bad, there would be an end 
of you: Its parts are fo homogeneous, fo fub- 
tle, fo united, that if one part fhould begin 
to be difunited or coagulated, the other part 
mut, for the fame reafon, be fo too. And 
‘as it is impoffible to make four or. bad wine 
good again; and corrupted water, which has 
loft its nature, to become potable, even fo it 

vould be impoffible to human art, and to all 
kinds of fpecies, to reftore the blood after it 
had loft its eflential properties ; none but res 
whe 
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who created it, can reftore it to its former 
fate. 

You muft then feek for the caufe and 
fource of your illnefs fomewhere elfe ; nor 
ean it be found but in the humours which, 
_ having failed to percolate through the chan- 

nels which nature has affigned them, thereby. 
remain in your blood, and mix with, difturb 
it, render its motions either too precipitate, 
or too flow, and have thereby difordered it 
in the firft ftage of its operations. It is here 
you fhould fearch for the caufe of your dif+ 
eafe, and not in your blood, It is in thefe 
grofs humours, which are putrid, inflamma- 
tory and peftiterous, you muft trace the 
eaufe of the head-ach, fainting, fevers, de- 
fluxions, the gout, rheumatifm, or any 
other diforder with which you are afflicted. 

To effect a-cure, you muft begin to eva- 
euate thefe humours by the general canal 
which nature has affigned ; expel this nui- 
fance from your body, which infeéts, vitiates, 
and torments it, evacuate by fiege or ftool. 
that which was not evacuated when it 
ought ;. and becaufe when the general canal 
empties itfelf, all the lefs and fubordinate 
canals which run into it, are emptied like- 
wife, fo you will have the comfort to find 
your blood re-aflume its liberty, its purity, 
its natural motion, and your body will re- 
cover its former agility, vigour and health. 
You will perceive your wounds, tumours 
and ulcers.dry. up, clofe and heal, and your 
feta will re-aflume all the beauty of youth. 

B Vhat 
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What would you fay of a man who fhould 
draw and fpill his wine upon the ground, as 
a means of reftoring it to its former good- 
nefs? What-would you fay of another, 
who fhould draw the water out of a bafon 
and f{catter it about, as a means of reftor- . 
ing it to its former cleannefs?. This is , 
what you do when you are fond of being 
bled. You attack the innocent, and excufe 
the guilty. You expel the good citizen from 
your city, but Jet the enemy who is attack- 
ing it alone. 

How much more wifely does he a&, who 
applies himfelf to remove the dregs from his 
hogfkead, and the filth from his bafon ? ; 

So likewife would you have a&ted more 
prudently, by evacuating the humours that 
difturb the animal ceconomy, and the ope- 
rations of the bleod, by means of the purge 
f now offer you. If a defcription of the 
hiftery of the moft common and ftubborn 
diforders were neceflary to produce con- 
vidticn, I could fay much concerning de- 
fluxions, perepneumonies, inflammations of 
the breaft, which are fo common, and rife 
‘at the beginning of every winter. 

In the fummer feafon you are not affeéted 
with thefe diforders, becaufe then the hu- 
mours are difperfed by perfpiration, But 
when the cold fhuts up the pores, and re- 
tains them in your body, where they are 
treafured. up and augmented, they then dif- 
turb the free and natural motion of the 

blood, 
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blood, and overflow the weakeft part of the 
body. 

Whence comes the diverfity of defluxions, 
but from the redundance of the humours 
which caufe them upon the different parts of 
the body in which they are depofited ? 
whence can the obftinacy and long duration 
of colds and defluxions proceed, but from 
hence? That you are not exact and con= 
flant enough in purging yourfelf, and in 
purging yourfelf thoroughly? Follow my 
advice, and your own experience will fully 
convince you of its expediency, 

Whence proceeds the irregularity in the 
courfes of women and maids? unlefs from 
the diforders caufed in the filtrations of the 
humours by the different excefles, or paf-

Thofe vere 
tigoes which transform themfelves into fo 
many fhapes, that they have exhaufted the 
whole art of phyfic, and are: almoft epide- 
mical; that are fo afflicting to thofe who 
have them; and appear meer dreams and 
vifions to thofe who have them not! Whence 
do they proceed, but from humours not 
filtrated and detained in the blood ; which 
thereby difturb it in its circulation, by the 
obftructions and bad fermentations, which 
they occafion? From hence proceed trouble 
and confufion in the animal fpirits, and thefe 
{fpirits having not a regular courfe in the 
nerves, the faculties of {eeing and moving 
are 
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are interrupted in fuch a manner, that the 
patients ftagger, fall, and have their eyes 
oftentimes overcaft by a thick darknefs. 
This is the origin and true caufe of verti- 
oes, but never the blood itfelf. 

What then can be more efficacious for their 


eure, than the ufe of a purge like mine, 


which, by its operation, difperfes the unfil- 
tered and ftagnating humours, and deftroys, 
by degrees, the obftru€tions and bad fer- 


mentations, that are the fource of them ? 
But as the obftru€tions which commonly 
caufe vertigoes, are generally dry, and ade . 
here ftrongly to the bowels, in fuch a cafe 
it is neceflary to repeat the ufe of the purge, 


till, by its operation, it fhall have diflolved — 
and deftroyed all thofe obftructions, and en- 
tirely expelled the bad fermentations which 


they proceed from; and till it fhall have 


reftored their former liberty and free courfe 


to the blood and fpirits. 


Much might be faid of other difeafes, 


which are avowedly difperfed by evacuations 


alone, fuch as cholics, loathings, fevers of 


all forts, &c. 


I fhall now conclude, for what need is 
there to add proofs to demonftration? Let 
men be as obftinate, and as conceited as they 
pleafe, it will be found true, neverthelcfs, 
that all diftempers which afilidt us, derive 
their origin from the humours which are not 


filtrated and detained in the b'ood, or in the 


parts of the body, but not from the blood 


itfelf, 
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Where then is the wonder? And why. 
fhould men exclaim fo much at my afferting, 
that my purging Powder is a remedy for all 
diftempers? Does not that deferve to be 
called a remedy for all diftempers, which re- 
moves and deftroys the caufe of all difeafes? 
Is there any one fo unreafonable as to ima- 
gine, J would affert that my Powder pre- 
ferves from a fall, from the fhot ofa gun, 
from poifon, or other accident ?

acquire this knowledge. .

What an abfurdity is it to affe& to be 
wifer than nature, to pretend to point out - 
new puths to it, as if its own were not wife- 
ty eftablithed ? What an abfurdity is it, in 
fpite of common fenfe, and-often at the ex- 
pence of.one’s life, to call that a remedy, 
which is prejudicial ; that a fpeedy remedy, 
which retards a cure, and that a great-and 
wonderful remedy, which kills the major 
part of perfons that are fick ?

I do not -know whether the following 
illuftration may be approved of by every 
one; but I would aé&t in the fame manner 
with refpecét to a human body opprefled with 
ficknefs, as I would with refpeét to a bafon 
which abounds with foul fediments. How- 
-ever indurated, caked, and dry, thefe foul- 
nefles might be, yet if I could not remove 
. them

For ex- 
ample, he who diverts the ftream which 
makes a bafon overflow, cannot be faid to 
make it run over.

_ tomy purge, 

3dly, ‘That my remedy is fpeedy enough, 
when quickened or feconded with a large 
glafs of water or tea; and I am fure, that 
if the blood be not in a condition to be di- 
luted, or condenfed, (in which cafe bleed- 
ing is fo far from being of fervice, that it 
is downright murder) I am confident, that 
if there be the leaft hopes of a recovery, it 
muft be effected by my remedy. :

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But it may ftill be urged, Will not bleed- 
ing be of fervice as a preparative to a purges 
by relaxing the nerves, and fufpending eiup- 
tions?

patient? Should I confent to bleeding, I 
would not venture it above once or twice, 
to fatisfy thofe who are fo fond of it, let the 
confequence be what it would. But my

_ tion is in no-wife neceflary ; either becaufe 
bleeding is not in itfelf either operative or 
curative, or becaufe, by weakening the pa~

+ But you will reply; When the blood 
bears a yellowifh, olive, or whitifh colour, 
can any one deny the feafonablenefs of 
bleeding? 

I aniwer, If you fhould ftir the fediments 
at the bottom of a bafon, would not you 
fee the water tinged with the colours of 
_thofe fediments? Would you infer from 
thence, that thofe colours were natural to 
the water? Would you, in confequence, 
affert that it would be proper to dikes the 
water out?

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that the water would then recover its na-= 
tural colour, and it would become pot- 
able again.

How much more prudently would he ~ 
have done, if he had drawn from under the _ 
pot the fire which made it boil over. He 
could not have prevented that from being 
fpilled, which had been fpilt, nor that which 
had run over from running over. He does 
not prevent it, neither, by his great ladle, _ 
But yet, is it not true, that by drawing the 
pot from the fire, or by raking out the fire 
from under the pot, he will fpeedily and | 
infallibly prevent its boiling over any, : 
more ? | 
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The application is plain. Remove like- 
wile, by my purge, the bad humours which 
occafion inflammations, eruptions, foul- 
nefles, &c. and your blood being freed from 
them, will regain its liberty, and will re- 
turn to its natural courfe, and you to your.

preferve all his water, and let out only the 
- fediments, which augment the quantity of 
it, and caufe it to overflow?

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The CONCLUSION. 


-¥ T has therefore been demonftrated, that 

my Powder may be taken with fuccefs 

in every diftempers It is likewife evident, 

that it may and ought to.be repeated, with-.

of phyficians have declared incurable? Wilk 
any one fay that it inflames, or over-heats? 


If it did, it would have calcined’ the bodies. 


of thofe perfons, who have repeated it for- 
forty, fifty, or fixty days together ; or of 
others, who have taken from ‘eighty to three 
hundred dofes of it, in the fpace of one 
year, 

Will any one fay, that it diforders. andi 
corrodes the bowels, when it ftops the 
bloody-flux, cures the hemorrkoids, and re- 
ftores the tone of the ftomach? 

Wilk 
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Will any one urge, after this, that they 
have. feen fome patients void blood. after 
taking it? I will not deny but this may be 
fa&, but I will deny that it is the caufe of 
it; and, as a proof that my powder does 
not produce this fymptom, it need only be 
repeated in that cafe; and it will ftop this. 
difcharge of blood, unlefs there: be fome in~ 
curable rupture, which will .never proceed 
from the powder, as is manifeft from the

If it fhould be objected, that, though it 
does good to fome, yet it does harm to o~ 
thers ; I beg leave to afk, how that can do 
harm which is fo mild, and may be repeat- 
ed fo. often in fo many diftempers?

Did they live upon the fame kind of food? . 


Did they inhabit the fame country? Did- 


they breathe the fame air? Had. they tha 
fame diftemper, the fame age, the fame 
conititution.? 

It is with refpe& to this difference in the 
conftitution and habit of body, of which 
fome are purged, or moved with more difh- 

culty 
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culty than others, that I have propofed and 
prefcribed a diminution or increafe of the 
dofe, according as it operates either too 
much or too little. 

Laftly, though men may look upon a 
powder, which I maintain to be good for 
every diftemper, as a ftrange phenomenon 
in the province of phyfic, yet it is not the 
lefs true, that ic has the virtue of curing 
all; efpecially as it is demonftrable from 
experience ; and it is impoffible that dif+ 
ferent patients could have been cured by 
the fole means of my powder, if there were 
not a general caufe of diftempers, which is 
deftroyed by it.

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CT Aj w Died Be die 
he Manner of ufing the Powder. 


] T is not alone fuficient to have a good 
remedy, but we muft know how to make 
ufe of it. It is evident, froma great many 


of the following certificates, that it was to. 
the manner of knowing how to make ufe> 


of my powder, that the patients, in a great 
meafure, owed the cure of feveral dan- 
gerous and chronical diftempers ; for if the 
ufe of it had not been repeated without in- 
termiffion, they would not have been cured 
of their complaints. 


The Powder therefore muft be continued - 


and repeated conftantly, and without in- 
termiffion, in dangerous and fiubborn cafes, 
to perform its wonderful cures. 

This being premifed, 1 proceed to the 
manner in which it fhould be taken, 

Care muft be taken never to give it in 
the cold fit of an ague; for the cold thiver- 
ing with which the patient is feized weakens 
it, and deftroys its aftivity; fo that you 


muft wait till the hot fic begins, for then it 


can produce its effect. 
It may be taken in all the ftages of any 
other diftemper with fafety. 
This Powder fhould be taken in the 
morning fafting, in a little cold or luke- 
warm 
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warm water, if the diforder or tafte of the 
patient require it.. Immediately afterwards 
take a porringer of thin and /ight broth, and 
three hours after, another of the fame fort. 
In cafe you have not broth, it may be fu- 
perfeded by a glafs of water, or by half a 
porringer of warm water, with the yolk of 
an-egg beaten into it. You muft take care 
to drink a glafs of water after each motion 
or ftool, this vehicle being neceflary to tem- 
per the falts, to foften and dilute the faces 
which form ftoppages and obftructions, and 
are the primary caufe of diftempers, It 
alfo caufes the difcharge of flimy matter, 
and evacuates it with eafe and without 
pain. The complaints which aresmade of 
its inflaming or over-heating, commonly 
proceed from a neglect in drinking or di- 
luting. But a remedy ought not to be 
blamed, when the regimen prefcribed is not 
followed ; and, indeed, Phyficians are in 
the wrong to take occafion, from the mif- 
conduét of a patient, of declaiming againft 
my Powder, which is no ways in fault. 

Some may be afraid, that their ftomachs 
will be weakened by drinking water ; but 
they are under a miftake; for the foulneffes 
are what weaken it, and not the water, 
“which carries them off. 

Some, indeed, entertain a wrong opinion 
of my Powders, from the firft dofe. they 
take; and are diflatished, for want of con- 
fidering that the firft dofe, meeting imme- 

diately 
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, diately with obftacles, a denfe plethora, in- 
veterate foulneffes, old obftructions, hard 
and incrufted feces, and being not fuffi- 
ciently affifted by drinking, has not ftrength 
enough to make its way; and then, only 
putting the humours into motion, without 
carrying them off, vapours arife from this 
mafs of confufed faces, and caufe cither 
loathings or cholics, or other fymptoms, 
of which they complain; and then one perfon 
immediately grows out of conceit of my 
powder, another execrates it, a third de- 
preciates it,-as if it had done the greateft 
mifchief, becaufe it has not wrought a f{pe- 
cial miracle in their favour. Where is the 
juftice of all this ? I would recommend it, © 
therefore, as a precaution againft all thefe 
inconveniencies, that as foon as ever thefe 
alterations are difcovered, and the Powder 
ceafes td work, that the patient fhould take 
one or two dofes more, within five or fix 
hours after the firft, and that thefe two 
dofes fhould be affifted with two porringers 
of broth, at the interval of three hours be- 
tween.each of them. . 

This Powder may be taken four or five 
hours after meals; and, in cafe of urgent 
neceffity, foener ; having firft made the pa- 
tient vomit by means of luke-warm water, 
or by means of a feather pufhed down his 
throat. 

The Powder may be taken in wine, broth 
or tea, or be formed into pills, by mixing 
it 
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it with fyrup, for thofe who have an anti-. 
pathy againft taking it in liquids. 

_ No one need deprive himfelf of fleep, if 
he finds himfelf drowfy after taking it, but 
may fleep fafely for two or three hours after, 
at which time it. generally begins to work : 
but as foon as it begins to work, the pa- 
tient muft avoid fleeping, that its effects 
may be the more fpeedy and efficacious. 

Women with-child may take it, and 

thereby avoid bleeding, which is fometimes 
judged neceflary, to procure a more eafy and 
happy delivery. “The Powder will free them 
from thofe humours which would render 
their labour hard and difficult, and thereby 
will adminifter more aid and relief than 
bleeding. 

We know that a milk-diet is ufed purely 

to reftore the balfamic quality of the blood ; 
-neyerthelefs, as this aliment has ceafed to 
be a natural one, by the conftant ufe and 
fubftitution of others from our infancy, it 
‘often creates obftructions and bad fermen- 
tations, which fometimes produce more 
dangerous diftempers, than thofe it is in- 
tended to cure. ‘To prevent thefe incon- 
veniences, it would be proper to purge 
every five or fix days, toditcharge the flime 
which this foreign nourifhment might have 
Jeft behind it, which, by fermentation, may 
}produce putrefaction, the caufe of divers 
diftempers, that are occafioned by drinking 
milk. — 
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It would be difficult to prefcribe a fixed 
and invariable rule for the number of dofes, 
which ought to be taken in any particular 
diftemper. 

‘Though diftempers proceed from the fame 
caufe, yet they are more or lefs inveterate 
according to the different habit of the body, 
or the nature of the conftitution ; and for 
this reafon the remedy operates quicker or 
flower. The advice to be given in fuch 
cafes, is, to continue the ufe of the Powder 
till the patient be perfectly cured. Never- 
thelefs, we may make ufe of intermiffions 
or intervals between every three, ‘four, fix, 
eight or ten dofes, or more, according as 
the ftate or the ftrength of the patient fhall 
require.

or ten dofes. 
It removes head-aches, vertigoes, tetters, 
or ring-worms, numbnefs of the limbs, the 
rheu- 


a 
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rheumatifm, tremors and convulfions by 
taking to about thirty dofes. 

The epilepfy, commonly called the fall- 
ing-ficknefs, and the fcurvy, being in their 
Own nature more inveterate, and more dif- 
- ficult to be cured, require forty, fifty, fixty, 
and fometimes eighty dofes.

The fchirrus, or king’s-evil, and the can- 
cer, which are obftinate difeafes, and pro- 
duced by a great corruption, have need of 
of between twenty to fixty dofes ; as like- 
wife the dropfy in the breaft, for which, 
fometimes, even one hundred and fifty dofes, 
"aif not more, are requifite.

You are 
only to abftain from fallad and fruits ; but 
you may, neverthelefs, eat fruit that is 
baked or ftewed, and may ufe all forts of 
herbs in pottage. As for your drink, it 
fhould be pure water, with a piece of toafted 
bread in it, with which a little good red 
Wine might be mixed at meals. 

They who are ina fever fhould take no 
other nourifhment than flefh-broth, which 
they fhould-drink every two, three, or four 
_ hours, according as their condition requires, 
that they may. make a gradual tranfition to 
foups, and from foups to more folid food, 
when they fhall be entirely freed from the 
fever. 

_ The public fhould be advertifed, that 
though we have afcertained the number of 
dofes proper for each diftemper, yet it is 
difficult to determine fo precifely, as that 
the greater or lefs number fhould not de- 
pend upon the circumftances of the patient. 
But what ought to fecure to us the confi- 
dence of our readers, is this, that we can 
with certainty affure them, that one, two, 
or three dofes more than what is neceflary, 
€an never produce any bad effects, 
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In cafe the remedy fhould irritate and in- 
creafe the diforder (which very feldom hap- 
pens) yet no dangerous confequences are 
to be feared, becaufe this proceeds from the 
redundancy and bad quality of the hu- 
mours, which being put in motion, pro- 
duce this increafe of the difeafe ; but which 
will diminifh and difappear foon after, by 
the evacuation. It is therefore neceflary to 
continue the ufe of the powder, that the 
evacuation being more copious, the patient 
may be cured the fooner. 

Por your direction, I fhall give a detail 
of the exact quantity of the dofes, which 
are proper for every age.

If the fingle dofe fhould not caufe a fuf- 
ficient evacuation, it fhould be increafed by 
part of another dofe, which may be doubled ~ 
when neceflary. 

If the patient, on account of the delicacy 
of his conftitution, and the good ftate of 
his humours, fhould find himfelf purged 

too

too much by a fingle dofe (which very 
feldom happens) the dofe may then be di- 
minifhed, in the fame proportion as it is 
increafed for thofe whom it does not purge 
enough,
